dependent, and Otto T. J*°nnard, Re- 
publican, are struggling.

charges that Ivins went to his father 
in ins and offered him inducements to 
withdraw from the mayoralty race 
against William R- Grace. As a mat- 
ter of history, George refused to be 
sidetracked and entered the contest 
dhly to meet defeat. 


T<ast night, Ivins, apparently expect- 


big an attack on his alleged connection 
with the George-Grace campaign, de- 
nied that he had ever made any offer 
to Henry George to retire. As opposed 
to this, Henry George, Jr., said to- 
night.

"The American Antiquarian society Is 
meeting today in annual session at 
Worcester, Mass. This saclety is made 
up of many of America's foremost peo- 
ple, and lacks but three years of com- 
pleting Its hundredth anniversary. The | 
late Senator Hoar was one of its lead- 
ing spirits during his life, and so was 
the venerable Edward Everett Hale, 
who was a member, of the society for 
more than 60 years, and held the record 
for length of members>hip 
It has a 


library of more than 1W,000 volumes, 
and one of the finest collections of 
antiquaria Americana in existence. It 
has property valued at about a quar- 
ter of a million dollars., and several 
substantial buildings for administra- 
tive and library purposes.

When Bancroft came to write his 


history of the United States, one ofi 
his principal sources of information 
was the library of this society. Some 
of the rarest arid most 
interesting 


manuscripts relating to American his- 
tory are to be found there. 


Among these interesting manuscripts 


are the letters of Benjamin Franklin, 
in which he reported the first balloon 
ascensions in Prance. Had he been a 
modern tlay newspaper reporter, his. 
descriptions of the conquests of the 
air by the Wrights and other aviators 
could not have been more vivid or 
picturesque. In fact, when one reads 
his descriptions of the first conquests

rank high among the Interesting pos- 
sessions of the Antiquarian society. 


Another paper in the possession of 


the society which Is of more than or- 
dinary interest, in the light of present 
conditions, is one of the first commer- 
cial announcements of the telephone.

At Kurium, he found 
a 


wonderful lot of treasures of incal- 
culable historical value, Inculding the 
official seal of Thotmes II. of Egypt, 
who cono,uered Cyprus 8,300 years ago. 
There were more than 1,200 articles, 
more than half of which were gold, in 
a series of vaults. The whole archeo- 
logical world tried to secure the treas- 
ures found by Cesnola, the British 
museum in particular bidding ' large 
sums for them, but he was loyal to 
the country of his adoption, and those 
relics are now to be seen in the New 
York Museum of Natural History and 
Art 


Americans Active. 


From that day to the present, the 


1'nited States, the youngest among the 
primipal nations of the world, has 
taken a leading part in all the anti- 
quarian and archeological movements 
of the day. Her scientists are assist- 
ing in locating the buried cities of the 
Nile, and of the Assyrian and Baby- 
lonish empire. Pompeii and Rome are 
likewise yielding up the treasures of 
20 and 40 centuries ago, much of the 
work being done by the tireless picks 
and shovels of American antiquarians 
and archeologists. 


To excavate the site of the great 


tempi" at Memphis will require 
an 


annual expenditure^ of 115.000 for at 
least 15 years. There is no definite 
account of the total cost of archeo- 
logical and antiquarian work, but it 
runs info the jnilllons every year. The 
Carnegie | institution and the Smith- 
sonian are both lending a hand in 
these explorations, and many of the 
leading universities have parties in 
the field. 


It isthrougu the antiquarian and the 


archeologist that the world gets its 
most Intimate pictures of the life and 
times before the Christian era. As the 
student of geology finds layer upon 
layer and stratum upon stratum, each 
telling its own story of a different 
age and » diverse period, so the arch- 
eologist sometimes discovers city built 
upon city. 
In some of the ancient 


places a half dozen cities have been 
raced by war, their ruins covered over, 
and another city planted above. 
A 


Carthage may have been destroyed and 
a plow driven over every foot of its 
site, but human nature has been so 
much the same in every age that the 
city site selected by one 
generation 


and one race often appealed to those 
who came after them. The earthquake 
in Sicllj revealed buried cities under 
the habitations of hundreds of thou- 
sands of people who wwrc totally un- 
conscious that they werX living npon 
the ruins of a departed

NOW and then a news Item concerning food 


adulteration gets into print which makes one 
wonder* if it would not be well if the pure food* 
laws contained penalty claus«- two or three times 
more stringent than they are now. For instance 


% few da>a ago the Illinois States Food 
started a oruttde against Chicago dealers who were 
selling "doped** fish, hAm«. bacon and sawtre, The 
remarkably low price *t which thwc dealer* wer« 
•tiling smoked wlraon first aroused «w«picion. In- 
vestigation showed t*»>t most of tMs "salmon" wa« 
«arj> from nearby streams which, according to the 
dl»i*tc*x. "had been given a »ath of pink 'paint 
and then subjected to a treatment la 'liquid 
•moke.' " The in«iedlent» of these are not elm xd 
as deadly poison*, but are reco*>»«*d as having a 
cumulative poisonous effect, meaning that con- 
tinued consumption would produce death. 
Ham, 


bacon and sa«»-f e was found to be similarly pre- 
paied for sale.

resort to deception. But there is no doubt tha* 
enormous Quantities of injurious foodstuffs ar* 
constantly being unloaded 9R the public in evasion 
of the pure food laws. The condition is by no means 
as bad as it was before the law was passed three 
>ears ago, but it is had enough. The opportunities 
for evasion are almost unlimited, and even when 
the offender is caught lie has a good chance of 
escaping prosecution altogether on promise to sin 
no more, or of getting off with a light fine. 


When competent chemiuta and physiologists de- 


cide, after thorough investigation, that a cert* ha 
preservative or adulterant is injurious to health, 
the law ought to recogn't- the fact by flatly for- 
bidding the'sale of foods which contain such in- 
gredients. In the case here cited it would seem 
that the Illinois commission adopted an unwise 
compromise. It would have been better to forbid 
the sale of carp treated with "pink paint" and 
'liquid smoke," but permit dealers to sell the fish 
as carp, when properly smoked. It is not enough 
to tag the "doped" fish in the manner described, 
for the people who buy such stuff with full knowl- 
edge of its real nature are generally the poor and 
ignorant do-sea who do not realise its harmfulneag 
pven when it is explained, and therefore 'deserve 
fuller prelection by law. A food which admittedly 
contains a cumulative poison *»•• no right to the 
preticthm of a pure < food law or a pure food com- 
mit Un. 


THE SPEED OF AR AUQPURE. 


WM/RUR WRIGHT, who ha* already attained a 


speed with hi* aeroplane of nearly fifty mile* an 
hour, remarked the other day that in a race he 
could fly at a sixty, or even a seventy-mile, pace 
He would reduce the sice and weight of the planes, 
but ^retain an engine of the size now used.

the true virtue of their instruments. 


"We find," he said, "numerous in- 


struments of the olden time with holes 
in their backs, where books were 
placed, by means of which the instru- 
ments were suspended over the shoul- 
ders. Indicating that they were used 
by the strolling' minstrels of the day. 
Some of these very Violins today are 
worth from $25.000 to $100,000. Doubt- 
less Stradlvartus and the other makers 
of that time sold them for a couple of 
hundred francs." 


He said that Stradlvarius lived to he 


90 years old, and made upward of 1,000 
v lollns, but that it was not until within 
12 years of hl» death that he attained 
the highest efficiency in v iolln making 


Horvath has given the name Phlla- 


mona to the violins perfected by his

Julius D Horvath of 1622 Pine street, 


after having spent 25 years and thou- 
sands of dollars in making experi- 
ments, believes that at last he has dis- 
covered the great secret once known 
to the Italians of making a vegetable 
filler for \lolins that will render the 
old-time delightful tones. 


He wan seen yesterday in his studio, 


surrounded by the many and varied In- 
struments of his trade of violin mak- 
ing, and was induced to talk about his 
discovery, He said that every violinist 
knew that the secret of the tone of the 
Instrument lay in the nature of the 
tubslance called ths "flllei." an oily j 
fluid which is used to fill up the pores j

•old at nheriff'n rale for un indebt- 
edness of $40,000. Some of the mem- 
bers of the company bought in the 
mine and organised the Tom Keed 
Mining company.
